For two years Pioneer made no 
effort to have its phones restored. 

Nangle’s Position. 

In his order April 12, Judge 
Nangle said the racing news serv- 
ice was entitled to restoration of 
its telephones “until such time as 
the Public Service Commission of 
Missouri may order otherwise.” 

ee days later, the commis- 
sion ordered the telephones re— 
moved immediately. But Judge 
Nangle directed the telephone 
company not to remove the 
phones, saying his temporary in- 
junction was still in effect. Then 
on April 18 Judge Nangle ruled 
that the Public Service Commis- 
sion had exceeded its authority 
when it ordered the telephones 
removed from Pioneer’s office be- 
cause it issued the order without 
conducting a hearing.

FALZONE BRB 
CHARGE 1S BASIS 


Follows Recommendation 
of Commissioner in 


Was State Senator. 


Joseph A. Falzone, Clayton attor- 
ney and former State Senator, was 
disbarred by the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals today, on the recom- 
mendation made to the court last 
December by Robert L. Sutton, 
special commissioner. 

The court's action was based on 
the charge that Falzone, while in 
the Senate in 1945, solicited a 


Maccallum, then director of the 
state Division of Cosmetology and 
Hair Dressing, to obtain passage of 
a bill regulating the practice of cos- 
metology. Mrs. Maccallum's charge 
was made before a committee of 
the Senate, in the course of which 
Fakzone resigned from the Senate, 
giving his wife's illness as the 
reason. 

The other charge cited by Sutton 
as m reason for disbarment was 
Falzone’s alleged solicitation of 
legal business from St. Louis coun- 
ty tavern keepers, based on the 


sending of letters to 65 prospective 
clients. On this charge, when it 


was heard by the Bar Committee 
of the Thirteenth Judicial Circuit, 


the committee administered a rep- 
rimand to Falzone. He pleaded, by 
reason of this action, that the case 
had been adjudicated. The Court 
of Appeals, while not expressly 
accepting this plea, indicated that 
its decision was based on the bribe 
solicitation evidence only. It as- 
sessed $1800 of the costs of the 
proceeding against Falzone, and 
the balance of $517.40 against the 
Bar Committee, which had a fund 
of $2500 for the case. 


Falzone denied the Bar Commit-

At night the mother, the baby 
and the two eldest daughters, 
Shirley, 1 Polly An, 8, 
sleep in the family automobile, 
which still bears last year’s license 
plates. The father, Elza, 9, and 
the other two boys bed down on 
the grass.

For two years the Hickenboth- 
ams lived rent-free in a two-room 
frame dwelling in Overland, but 
they were forced out when the 
owner tore the place down with 
a bulldozer.

How- 
ever, Communist committees se- 
lected about 500 delegates to rep- 
resent the western zones in the 
Congress. 

The Soviet-licensed German 
news agency announced that 91 
per cent of the east Berlin elec- 
torate had voted and that percen- 
tages were even her in some of 
the five states in the zone. 

Appeal to N 

All the propaganda machinery 
of the Communists had been 
thrown into action to brand any 
opponent of the Communist front 
as a “splitter of the fatherland.” 
The Reds made a strong appeal to 
German nationalism by plumping 
for “unity ef Germany and a just 
peace treaty.” That message Was 
on the ballots. 

The Communists’ happiest allies 


were former Nazi party members. 


Their franchise was returned to 
them by the Reds on election eve 
in spite of past. decisions by de- 
Nazification commissions. Their 
National Democratic party was 
accepted in the Communist front. 

Today, their newspaper, National 
Zeitung, declared “millions of Ger- 
mans have chosen unity and a just 
peace,“ parroting the Communist 
election slogan.

— (LABOR BOARD AGAIN 
REBUFFS DENHAM 
ON JURISDICTION 


Rules It Can Refuse to Con- 
sider Cases Filed by 
General Counsel. 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
The National Labor. Relations 
Board, 3 its general coun- 
sel, Robert Denham, ruled 
unanimously yesterday that it can 
refuse to consider labor 
practice cases which Denham 
brings before it. ‘ 
The five-man board said there 
is nothing to indicate that Con- 
gress concluded that “only the 
general counsel had the wisdom” 
to determine what actions would 
carry out the policies of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. 

The board dismissed two cases 
—one against a union and the 
other against an employer—even 
though Denham had issued formal 
complaints and conducted prosecu- 
tions. 

The board said the companies 
involved are so small they have 
only a remote effect on interstate 
commerce and therefore should 
not come under the Taft-Hartley 
law. 

It was the first formal ruling on 
this particular disagreement be- 
tween the board and Denham as 
to their respective powers. The 
board has similarly rebuffed Den- 
ham in the past on other jurisdic- 
tional questions, The law gives the 
general counsel “final authority” to 
decide whether to prosecute unfair 
practice cases. Denham had taken 
the position that when he decides 
to prosecute, the board must ac- 
cept jurisdiction. 

The cases involve two small pho- 
tographic firms. One is in San 
Pedro, Calif, and the other is at 
Tucson, Ariz. —

The Mayor spoke at a meeting 
of the United States Territorial 
Expansion Memorial Commission, 
an official body of which Vice 
President Alben W. Barkley was 
chairman as Senator from Ken- 
tucky and untli his election to the 
office he now holds. 

The chairmanship is now vacant 
and Barkley, speaking at the gath- 
ering, observed that he had been 
demoted from his former position 
and that he now should be re- 
garded as an ex-officio friend of 
the project. He added he did not 
wish to be called chairman emeri- 
tus. 

“If you can preside over the 

without being a member,” 
aid Luther Ely Smith of St. 
Louis, chairman of the commis- 
gion’s executive committee, “you 
— can preside over this 
group.“ 

Barkley grinned and said the 
Constitution provides that the Vice 
President be the presiding officer 
of the Senate, but that there was 
nothing in it about the commis- 


sion. 
Bill Not Ready. - 

It was expected that the text of 
an authorization bill to be intro- 
duced by Representative John B. 
Sullivan (Dem.), St. Louis, would 
be ready today, but it was not 
completed, Smith declined to dis- 
cuss reasons for the delay but 
said an effort was being made to 
work out the details to the satis- 
faction of the several interested 
agencies.

A survey of housing conditions,

The Senate bill exempts no Gov- 
ernment agencies from the Presi- 
dent’s power to reorganize, and 
it would give either house of Con- 
gress the right to veto by a sim- 
Ple majority vote. 

The House bill would require a 
majority of both the Senate and 
House to override a reorganiza- 
tion plan. It also would exempt 
seven agencies—including the Na- 
tional Military Establishment — 
from any general reorganization. 
They would have to be dealt with 
separately. One of the biggest 
fights has been over the House 
Plan to exempt the Army’s Corps 
of Engineers in its work of build- 
ing navigation and flood control 
projects. 

Also, the House would not per- 
mit the President to establish any 
new executive department or des- 
ignate any agency as a depart- 
ment headed by a secretary.

The Miami officials of Local 

500, Transport Workers Union, 
keep in close touch with a sec- 
tion of the local in Panama.

In Costa Rica, immediately to 
the north of Panama, the Com- 
munists have pushed hard on the 
organizational plane and now 
have about 7000 devoted members 
in a country of less than a mil- 
lion inhabitants. This is an ap- 
preciable percentage when one 
realizes that the 7000 figure is only 
the core; it does not include all 
the people who serve the party, 
mostly unwittingly, through vari- 
ous Communist fronts. 

Costa Rica is within 300 miles 
of the Panama Canal. 

The Communist party in Costa 
Rica has been led for years by 
Manuel Mora, one of the most 
capable men in the movement. He 
headed a delegation of Commu- 
nists in the country’s congress. 


That delegation, only seven of the 


45 congressmen, held the balance 
of power in congress last year. 
Costa Rican Incident. 

The Communist delegation 
threw that balance of power to an 
administration candidate for pres- 
ident, Calderon Guardia, who re- 
ceived fewer votes than his oppo- 
nent, Ulate. The administration 
proposed in congress that the elec- 
tion results be set aside and the 
administration candidate, Guardia, 
be declared president The Com- 
munists agreed to this and, ‘with 
the added support, the administra- 
tion outvoted the opposition. A 
revolution resulted. Ulate and his 
forces were able to defeat the 
Communist and administration 
forces. 

The “osta Rican incident dis- 
plays Communism not as a noble 
movement to help the workingman 
but as a national conspiracy of 
Russia. 

As in Costa Rica, some of the 
closest associates of the Commu- 
nists in Latin America belong to 
reactionary or fascist cliques. The | 
dictator of Nicaragua, Somoza, is} 
now playirig ball with Mora and 
the defeated Cesta Rican admini- | 
stration leaders.

The case involved the convic- 
tion of the Rev. Father Arthur 
Terminiello, a Catholic priest then 
under suspension by his bishop, 
who addressed a rally of follow- 
ers of Gerald L. K. Smith in Chi- 
cago in February, 1946. Found 
guilty of disorderly conduct and 
fined $100, Terminiello lost his ap- 
peal in the Illinois courts, but won 
a reversal f the United States 
Supreme Court. Joining with Jus- 
tice Douglas in the majority opin- 
ion were Associate Justices Black, 
Reed, Murphy and Rutledge. In 
the minority, besides Jackson and 
Burton, were Chief Justice Vinson, 
and Associate Justice Frankfur- 
ter. The Chief Justice wrote a 
brief separate dissent. Frankfur- 
ter, who did not join in the Jack- 
s0n opinion, wrote one of his own 
in which Jackson and Burton 
joined. 

The division once again cast 
Reed in the role of the swing man, 
holding the balance of power be- 
tween the court’s “liberal” and 
“conservative” factions. This time 
he was on the “liberal” side. 

Rabble-Rousing Speech. 

The record shows that Termi- 
niello made a rabble-rousing speech 
for Smith under the auspices of 
the Christian Veterans of Amer- 
ica. Some 800 people filled the 
auditorium to capacity. Outside, 
1000 to 1500 gathered to protest 
the meeting. Police were unable 
to maintain order. Stones were 
thrown, breaking 28 windows; 
stench bombs were tossed. Seven- 
teen of the protesters were ar- 
rested, along with Terminiello. 

In his speech Terminello ranted 
about Communism in the New 
Deal; referred to “Queen Eleanor” 
Mrs. Roosevelt—as a Commu- 
nist; denounced Henry Wallace; 
“exposed” a plot to oust J. Edgar 
Hoover as directer of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation; eulogized 
Dictator Franco as the savior of 
Europe, and exhorted Commu- 
nistic Zionistic Jews” to go back 
where they came from. 

The Supreme Court majority 
found the legal basis for holding 
this to be protected free speech 
not in the Chicago’s disorderly 
conduct ordinance itself, but in 
the construction of that ordinance 
by the trial judge in his instruc- 
tions to the jury. 

Those instructions were that the 
jury was to return a verdict of 
guilty if it found that Terminiello 
breached the peace by misbehavior 
so as to stir the public to anger, 
invite dispute, bring about a con- 
dition of unrest, create a disturb- 
ance, or arouse alarm. This con- 
struction of the law by the trial 
judge, the Supreme Court held, 
was as binding as if the words 
used in the instructions to the 
jury were themselves in the ordi- 
nance. 

Justice Douglas’s Opinion. 

“We can only take the statute 
as the state courts read it,” Jus- 
tice Douglas wrote. “From our 
point of view it is immaterial 
whether the state law question as 
to its meaning was controverted 
or accepted. The pinch of the 
statute is in its application. It is 
that question which the petitioner 
has brought here.” 

And then Justice Douglas went 
on to defend the right of free 
speech in these words: 

The vitality of civil and po- 
litical institutions in our society 
depends on free discussion. As 
Chief Justice Hughes wrote, it is 
only through free debate and free 
exchange of ideas that Government 
remains responsive to the will of 
the people and peaceful change is 
effected. 

“The right to speak freely, and 
to promote diversity of ideas and 
programs is therefore one of the 
chief distinctions that sets us 
apart from totalitarian regimes. 

“Accordingly, a function of free 
speech under our system of gov- 
ernment is to invite dispute. It 
may indeed best serve its high 
purpose when it induces a condi- 
tion of unrest, creates dissatisfac- 
tion with conditions as they are, 
and even stirs people to anger. 

“Speech is often provocative and 
challenging. It may strike at

If Shalleck Should Defeat Roosevelt, Party

HERE is much more than meets the eye in Franklin Roosevelt's: 
fight for the late Sol Bloom’s congressional seat here in New 
York. Roosevelt's great name, his ebullient personality, and his 


rampageous campaigning, have focused attention upon him. person- 
ally. But the real point at issue in today's election is not the future 
of young Roosevelt. It is the future of the Democratic party in New 


York. 

This is a ding-dong fight, and 
just to give the fight extra inter- 
est, Roosevelt’s only serious op- 
ponent, Judge Benjamin Shalleck, 
has been indorsed on behalf of 
President Truman by Senator J. 
Howard McGrath, in his capacity 
as chairman of the National Dem- 
ocratic Committee. 

Judge Shalleck is the “regular” 
Democratic candidate. What “reg- 
ular” means in this instance can 
be summed up in one word—Tam- 
many. Judge Shalleck is in fact 
a nervously respectable front for 
the Hall’s present top man, Bor- 
ough President Hugo Rogers, and 
his ally, Francis X. Mancuso, the 
great chieftain of the Tammany 
cavedwellers. Rogers and Mancu- 
so have superseded the lesser 
Tammany leaders of the Twenti- 
eth Distri¢t. They are directing 
their forces in person, and have 
imported into the Twentieth Dis- 
triet hundreds of Tammany work- 
ers from all over Manhattan. 

The Rogers-Mancuso friendships 
also bear significantly on this 
special election. They were among 
the most eminent guests at the 
famous Copacabana dinner party 


given by that remarkable expert 


in slot machine jackpots, the re- 
fined Frankie Costello. Costello 
admirers, who have prospered on 
the East Side, will vote for Shal- 
leck. 

Friendly With Marcantonio. 

If this is not enough, Rogers 
and Mancuso have a cosy rela- 
tionship with Representative Vito 
Marcantonio, head man of the 
Communist-front American Labor 
Party. The AL. P. has put a grim- 
visaged female candidate, Dr. An- 
nette Rubinstein, into the race to 
take votes from Roosevelt. If 
need be, a generous helping of 
A.L.P. votes is likely to be trans- 
ferred direct to Shalleck. , 

If Rogers and Mancuso win by 
these means, their kind of politics 
will be permanently fastened, like 
a particularly nasty albatross, 
around the neck of the Demo- 
cratic party in New York. But if 
they lose, most observers agree 
Rogers will have to step down as 
Tammany chieftain. Then the 
Hall’s battered old guarg@ will have 
to admit defeat at last. 


What makes the McGrath en- 
dorsement of Shalleck even more 
remarkable is the character of 
young Roosevelt’s team. In Rob- 
ert Blaikie, leader of the Seventh 
Assembly district, he has support 
from the kind of organization 
Democrat who dimly understands 
the political future. Then the 
Liberal party is powerfully behind 
him, and so are the unions, like 
David Dubinsky’s Ladies’ Garment 
Workers. The unions are supply- 
ng both workers and sinews of 
war. Finally, under the leadership 
of Louis Harris and Michael Lé- 
vine, Americans for Democratic 
Action are making a Major con- 
tribution to the fight.

This is the technique of insults so highly 


developed by the dictatorships which brought on 


World War II. It is precisely what Hitler and 
Mussolini specialized in. It has no place what- 
ever in the. United States. Yet the right to make 
hateful remarks cannot be taken away without 
doing infinitely more harm than the hateful re- 
marks themselves do. 

To be sure, there was an additional factor in 
the Terminiello case. The [Illinois Supreme 
Court went so far as to declare that his “wild, 
intemperate and inflammatory utterances” were 
such as to tend “to incite to violence against the 
angry mob outside.” This raises the question of 
the existence of what the late Justice Holmes 


called “clear and present danger” as a cause for 


restricting rights temporarily. It gives Justice 
Jackson a basis for his dissent against the deci- 
sion agreed to by Justices Douglas, Black, Reed, 
Murphy and Rutledge. ! : 
But the majority, well aware of the Holmes 
doctrine, did not find that it applied. Speaking 
through Justice Douglas, it said that “a function 
of free speech under our system of government 
is to invite dispute.” The majority continued: 

It may indeed best serve its high purpose 
when it induces a condition of unrest, cre- 
ates dissatisfaction with conditions as they 
are, or even stirs people to anger. 

Speech is often provocative and challeng- 
ing. It may strike at prejudices and precon- 
ceptions and have profound unsettling ef- 
fects as it presses for acceptance of an idea. 
That is why freedom of speech, though not 
absolute, is nevertheless protected against 
censorship or punishment, unless shown 
likely to produce a clear and present danger 
of a serious substantive evil that rises far 
above public inconvenience, annoyance or 
unrest. 

There is no room under our Constitution 
for a more restrictive view. The alternative 
would lead to standardization of ideas either 
by legislatures, courts, or dominant political 


or community groups. 

For this sound result, special credit is due 
Justice Reed. He is the judge who tipped the 
scales. Had he joined with Chief Justice Vinson 
and Justices Frankfurter, Jackson and Burton, 
the right of free speech would have suffered a 
limiting precedent that would have opened the 
way for further restrictions. As it is, free ex- 
pression is not weakened but strengthened. 

Jefferson said more than a century and a half 
ago that “the liberty of speaking and writing 
guards our other liberties.” Those words are 
jus as true as when the author of the Declara- 
tion of Independence first spoke them. 
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The Police Academy Reopens 

In reopening the St. Louis Police Academy, 
the Police Board kept a promise which it made 
last March. These valuable professional educa- 
tional activities were suspended then to make 
more men available for a drive to check the 
molestation of children. The purpose was a laud- 
able one, but it was viewed with some suspicion 
at the time. This was because of the ugly talk 
about demotions which was so widely heard 
when the present Police Board took office. 

It was particularly feared that Police In- 
spector Curtis Brostron, director of the academy, 
might be one of the first victims of the ax. Now 
it is to be hoped that the resumption of his 
courses—the first on his schedule is a week of 
instruction for detectives in changes in the law— 
may ease the fears of the community. St. Louis 
has recognized the value of intensive, advanced 
training for its policemen. It has come to ac- 
cept this as a symbol of the department’s 
efficiency. 

Apparently, William L. Holzhausen, president 
of the Police. Board, shares this view. He said 
yesterday that the police school has become “a 
valuable aid to the members of the department 
in providing the best police service to the citi- 
zens of this community.”

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Questions Before the PSC 


Expenses of the. phone business have risen 
since the end of the war, but is another Missouri 
rate increase necessary? Can't the cost be met 
by eliminating certain practices in which the 
Public Service Commission has been over-gen- 
erous to Southwestern Bell Telephone ‘Co. in 
the past? 

These questions reach back to the first-round 
increase earlier this year. A bare majority on 
the commission rendered a verdict that smacked 
of drumhead judgment then, and it is under ap- 
peal to the courts. Since then, one member of 
‘the majority has been replaced, and the com- 
pany may be held to closer standards of proof: 

If so, its task will not be an easy one. Start- 
ing with the company’s own data, the Post- 
Dispatch has calculated that the rates now in 
force will yield well above 5 per cent earnings 
on Southwestern stock.

“A Solid Russian Victory” 
Ten days ago, when the UN Political Com- 
mittee voted to permit the resumption of full 
diplomatic relations with Franco Spain, the 
Manchester Guardian’s correspondent reported 
that the Russians had won “a solid victory.” Yes- 
terday the barely missed enhancing 
this Russian success. The motion to approve the 
committee’s action did not carry because the 
favorable votes were four short of the required 
two-thirds majority. But there was little glory 
in the test for the leading democratic powers. 

The Russians have been saying that the de- 
mocracies—and especially the United States— 
work hand-in-glove with Franco behind false- 
faces of moral disapproval. Unfortunately, pol- 
icy has been shaky enough to give this a slight 
color of truth. That is why the Russians wasted 
no fire on the South American and Arab states 
which cast most of the votes for the pro-Franco 
resolution, The powers allowed the tail to wag 
the dog. Ten days ago, the United States and 
Britain abstained from voting. Yesterday they 
again failed to lift up their voices. 

It may not make much difference whether the 
United States or any other country has an am- 
bassador in Madrid or merely a charge d' affaires. 
The one can do business as well as the other. 
But this merely betrays the weakness of the 
original reproof. To have withdrawn even this 
token disapproval would have been profoundly 
damaging. | 

And there could be no compensating advan- 
tage. There are those who see a military ad- 
vantage in making Franco a partner in the At- 
lantic strategy. For them, Walter Lippmann has 
the answer: 


This picture of Franco Spain as a strong, 
indispensable, dependable ally, worth culti- 
vating no matter what our other allies think, 
is a product of wishful thinking and of bla- 
tant propaganda. Franco Spain is not strong 
but so weak, sq poor and so primitive that to 
make it the kind of “base” we hear about 
would take years and a program of capital 
investment on a grand scale. 

As for Franco being a dependable ally, 
his regime rests upon the sullen submission 
of the disarmed masses of the people to a 
dreary and bigoted military dictatorship. 
There is no reason to think that the regime 
would stand up under the strain of war, or 
that the Spanish people would continue to 
submit if arms were put in their hands. 
Military considerations, however are not the 

only ones involved. British business interests 


in Spain have been putting pressure on Lon- 


don. And in Washington, politicians like James 


Farley have been at work. Listening to them, 
a hard-pressed administration might begin to 
count votes. But as Mr. Lippmann said, a deal 
‘with the Spanish usurper would cost us “for- 
ever the confidence and good will of all the 
Spaniards in all walks of life who will eventually 
remove” Franco. Indeed, it would shock all 
sincere democrats. And there still are quite a 
few of them left in the world. 

In failing to vote, the United States and its 
major partners set expediency above principle. 
They did not enhance their national dignity. 
They did nothing to undermine Russian propa- 
ganda. It is true that the ban against Franco 


still stands. But the spotted record of Wash- 


ing and London could have been fully redeemed 
only by a fervent “No.”

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Critical Moment at Springfield

It is plain even to a layman that the soft 
spots in the American economy have been 
accumulating in number and increasing in 
softness. Prices are continuing to fall in 
farm and basic industrial materials. This 
is putting a brake on buying by consumers 
and manufacturers alike in anticipation of 
further declines. 


In turn, industrial production has been 
dropping; now it is 8 per cent below its 
postwar peak of late 1948. Men are, con- 
sequently, being 
thrown out of work. 
There are now 3,- 
200,000 without jobs, 
though this is not 
much above the level 
of frictional unem- 
ployment which is 
consistent with a 
state of full employ- 
ment in our free en- 
terprise society.

brings on what is called a slump—an 


undefinable term which we may say is upon 
the country when the jobless number 5,-

manufacturers, and again depresses prices. 


The Danger of Fear 


But, so far as we can make out, these 
data, viewed in the present environment, 
don't add up to either a slump or the pros- 
pect of a slump. To be sure, the five-letter 
word is coming to be applied here and 
there, and in influential quarters. That in 
itself is a bad sign. For slumps can be ex- 
acerbated by fears based upon objective 
facts and these fears are expressed in cau- 
tionary buying. 

I have told thee it works unwittingly 
As one possessed, not judging. 

The best assurance that the Cassandras 
will not seize the economy is the underlying 
position of that economy. This, in the words 
of Prof. Sumner H. Slichter, speaking be- 
fore the Millers National Federation in Chi- 
cago, is “remarkably strong.” 


Plenty of Buying Power 


Prof. Slichter shows that debts are low 
in relation to incomes, so that the con- 
sumer is in a good buying condition, espe- 
cially as the rate of spending is low in 
relation to his holdings of cash and bank 
deposits. The backlog of demand is by no 
means exhausted in such things as cars and 
housing. Nor are inventories excessive in 
relation to sales, the result, he says, of the 
skill of stores and factories in learning to 
operate with small inventories.

The readjustment is due to the fact that 
a buyer’s has taken the place of a seller's 
market. That is to say, supply has caught 
up with demand—hence the drop in prices. 
That was inevitable in factory lines at 
some point in the process of reconversion 
from war production. The catching-up 
stage has been reached. 


Likewise inevitable was the slowing down 
in pent-up demands of consumers who had 
to put up with old things during the war 
and even go without them. There was a 
hurry to replenish, which is no longer either 
in evidence or necessary—for the same 
things. 


New Goals for Washington 


The turning point, in other words, has 
now come, but it has been so long in com- 
ing that the business mind is bemused by 
it, wondering whether this kind of read- 
justment is not the prelude to a slump 
rather than a transition to a new basis of 
doing business. 


It is the duty of Government during these 
delicate days of change to recognize what 
is going on, and act accordingly. From the 
Administration this means a tax policy just 
the opposite of the one which it still asks 
Congress to enact, viz. an anti-inflation 
policy of controls and higher taxes. It 
means the abandonment of new taxes. It 
means retrenchment in expenses, Freed 
from the fear of more taxes, individuals 
would be encouraged to buy and the manu- 
facturers to expand where now they are in- 
clined to, contract. 


Time to Reduce Prices 


We are not suggesting, of course, that 
business has no function of leadership along 
with Government. Decidedly the initiative 
is with the business community in a free 
enterprise system, mixed though it is. They 
buy and invest, and they buy and invest 
as individual concerns. 


Let the buying and price-reducing deci- 
sions necessary to promote the readjust- 
ment be made before events force them 
to be made. This is what constitutes busi- 
ness statesmanship, 

It is unrealistic, of course, to advise an 
individual business man to invest and build 
against his better judgment. But in these 
days he can be asked to think in terms of 
his long-run interest of staying in business 
in a free society which will stay free only 
as long as business activity and considera- 
tion for human relations are maintained.

Between Book Ends 


Withdrawal From Life 


NAUSEA, by Jean-Paul Sartre. (New Directions, 

238 pgs., $2.50.) 
Here again we have a case of an au- 
thor’s earlier neglected work being dusted 
off and sold on the strength of his subse- 
quent literary successes. “Nausea” is Sar- 
tre’s first book, published in France the 
year before the war, and forgotten until 
now, when his novels, “The Age of Rea- 
son” and “The Reprieve,” and his plays 
have brought him international eminence. 
Though “Nausea” is inferior to his later 
works, the book nevertheless has some 
brilliant passages. They are needed to light 
up an otherwise rather dreary narrative. 

The story concerns an author, Antoine 
Roquentin, who because of an unsuccess- 
ful love affair has left Paris and gone to 
a small town to write. The bulk of the 
book is taken up by his reaction to things 
and events. He decides to go to Paris to 
see his former love, finds out there is an- 
other man in her life now—several, in fact 
—returns to the small town only to pack 

up and go back to 
Paris. 
Unless the reader 
is prepared to follow 
Antoine Roquentin’s 
excursions into the 
realms of feeling and 
the unconscious, the 
story itself is slim 
fare indeed. We have 
a picture of a man 
who has chosen to 
withdraw from life— 
there are moments 
when he even with- 
draws from reality, 
and like Beaudelaire 
de Sette: ͤ ee about Sealand 
the “wings of madness touching him.” The 
nausea he experiences is not a figurative 
one—it is a physical nausea which con- 
stricts his throat when he dwells upon 
certain thoughts or sights. 

Looked at clinically, one would strongly 
suspect that one is dealing with a paranoid 
personality, and several episodes described 
in sparse but naked detail would lend 
credence to such an assumption. 

If this is an example of existentialism— 
probing between the limits of man’s ex- 
istence—the limits presented here are very 
narrow. Fortunately Sartre’s other works 
prove that he can enlarge those limits and 
search more skilfully into the species known 


as man.

A Flexible Policy for Arming Europe 


HE relation between the Atlantic Pact and the arms bill which 
is troubling Congress will be greatly affected, and, one may hope, 
clarified, by what happens at the Council of Foreign Ministers. 


There is strong support for the pact and the Senate can ratify it 
during the early days of the Paris meeting.

erally said about it. A billion dol- 
lars is a trifling amount of money, 
even as a first installment, if the 
purpose of the arms bill is to 
create forces in Western Europe 
to contain the Red Army. All that 
the arms bill actually contemplates 
is the supply of sufficient equip- 
ment out of the American surplus 
to bring the existing forces in 
Western Europe, which are ex- 
tremely small, up to a reasonable 
military standard. 


Merely Police Forces. 


A modern armored division costs 
about $250,000,000, so if the whole 
sum were used in Western Europe 
alone, it could not begin to pro- 
duce a force capable of playing a 
decisive part in a War. All that 
the arms bill can do is to arm bet- 
ter the forces which are now al- 
most unarmed. 


That is important to do, but not 
for the reasons usually given, not 
for the reasons which have left 
Congress so unconvinced. The 


real value of creating somewhat | 


better armies in west Europe is 
that they will give a feeling of 
security against internal aggres- 
sion, and a sense of confidence in 
dealing with the revival of Ger- 
many. They are related to the 
Russian military problem in- 
directly—only in the that 
they remove any temptation by 
Russia to intervene in case of in- 
ternal disorder. 

That temptation will exist as 
long as there is on the Elbe river 
a Red Army larger than any that 
western Europe has or can in the 


foreseeable future hope to create. 
It is here that the deliberations 
in Paris will become so significant 
to the arms bill. 

If the Soviet Government is 
really prepared to negotiate agree- 
ments about Germany which make 
it possible to reduce the occupa- 
tion forces and to fix a timetable 
for their withdrawal, then it will 
be manifest that the arming of 
western Europe is a matter of 
internal security and of being pre- 
pared for the revival of Ge . 


Up to Russia. b 


If, on the other hand, the Soviet 
Gove nt is intransigent and 
aggressive in Paris and deter- 
mined to expand rather than to 
contract its military position in 
Europe, then it will be manifest 
that the arms bill is quite inade- 
quate, and that it should at once 
be enlarged and speeded up. For 
then it will be necessary to con- 
centrate our efforts on giving Eu- 
rope immediately the means of 
resistance. That will call for a 
radical revision of our own stra- 
tegical plans and military pro- 


gram. 
In either event the arms bill and 
the Paris meeting are now inti- 
mately connected. It was not 
planned that. way, of course, but 
what is developing may be better 
than what was planned. For Mr. 
Acheson's hand will be strengthen-

cleared away, Foster was little 
the worse for his experience 

In fact, it may have done him 
good. He might have been get- 
ting something of a swelled head 
from all the publicity he re- 
largely because of the 
popularity of his manager, and 
now he may realize that it is 
only on his two good fists on 
which he can depend. 

Getting back to Goldstein as a 
referee not being stampeded by 
the crowd. Benny Kessler is a 
good referee, but frequently 
when he is handling a match 
and the crowd boos or claps for 
more action, Benny will stop the 
bout and admonish both fighters 
to do better. 

That does only one thing. It 
makes the crowd more insistent 
and ruins whatever chance the 
boxers have of making a good 
fight. The referee’s duty; it 
would seem, is to go to the box- 
ers between rounds and tell 
them what they're doing wrong 
or, if that fails, toss them out of 
the ring, whereupon the commis- 
sion will hold up their purses. 
To stop them on the action of 
the crowd merely makes matters 
worse.

Louis mayor some years back who 
was queried by a member of the 
audience at a public meeti 28 
to the year of St. Louis’ founding, 
hesitated momentarily,” and en 
came up with, “1850.” 

“Just think,” says Judge Moore, 
“at present they are celebrating the 
settling of Cahokia 250 years ago. 
Just 250 years ago there was only 
one little settlement in this en- 
tire valley. From then on, every- 
thing poured through this gate- 
way, whether it had to do with 
fur trading, Indian fighting, or 
Mexican silver mining. There’s no 
other city between the Allegheny 
mountains and the Pacific ocean 
that has the varied and colorful 
history of St. Louis and yet there 
are people living right here who 
don’t even know about it. oa 

“A lot of people don’t know,” 
he continued, “when they ride out 
Lindell near Grand avenue that 
they’re going right past the place 
where Camp Jackson was taken, 
and that General Sherman stood 
right there. They don’t even 
know there were four men living 
here at the outbreak of the Civil 
War who later became heads of 
the United States Army—Grant, 
Sherman, Sheridan, and Scofield.” 

There is little excuse for this 
lack of knowledge, Judge Moore 
thinks, since Missouri’s historic 
past is relatively recent. He re- 
calls how forcibly he was im- 
pressed with our nearness to his- 
torical events and the youth of the 
entire country at the dedication

UESTION. Why do some 
people treat the word ap- 
pendix as a plural?

A. The sound of the word ap- 


‘ parently suggests a plural, as if 


it were spelled “appendicks,” with 
“appendick” as the singular. Of 
course appendix is singular, and 
@ person has but one. To pluralize 
appendix, add -es, thus: appen- 
dixes, pronounced: yh-PEN-dix-ez, 
The old plural, appendices, seldom 
occurs nowadays. 

Q. Is there a rule for capital- 
izing such words as Mother, Sis- 
ter, Uncle, etc.?—E. T. 

A. Use capitals (1) when the 
words come before proper names, 
as: Mother Smith, Sister Anne, 
Uncle Henry; (2) when address- 
ing relatives in speech or writing 
as: Are you awake, Mother? Hur- 
ry, Sister, or you'll be late. Here's 
a letter for you Uncle. Do not 
capitalize in speaking of relatives 
who are mentioned without names, 
as: My mother is ill. She is my 
twin sister. He is my uncle on 
my father’s side.

A. One of the meanings of to 
print is: “To form in characters 
like those of type (other than 
script); as, a letter printed by a 
child."—Merriam Webster’s.

America's Best-loved Greeting 
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The Historical Society has the 
third largest collection in the 
world of Thomas Jefferson’s orig- 
inal letters. This is a matter of 
pride with Judge Moore as Jeffer- 
son to him is the man “in the 
top niche.” He doesn’t feel that 
Same awe of any state figure but 
thinks Francis Preston Blair Jr. 
is the man who affected Mis- 
souri’s history more than any 
other one man. 

“He organized Union sentiment 
for Missouri during the Civil War 
and kept Missouri from going to 
the South,” he says. “His brother 
was Montgomery Blair, postmas- 
ter in Lincoln’s cabinet, and his 
father first owned Blair House 
where the 8 now lives.” 


* * 
UDGE MOORE’S own family 
were originally Southerners 
from Virginia and Kentucky 
who came to Missouri in 1836. He 
went to law school in Columbia 
(Mo.) when cobblestones instead 
of sidewalks edged the streets, but 
LaGrange was his home town, and 
every historic character, noted or 
notorious from that part of the 
country is well known by him. 
Recently the Historical Society 
was seeking additional data on a 
promoter named William Mul- 
drow, well known in Missouri in 
the 1830s and in California dur- 
ing the 49 gold rush. Judge Moore 

knew the whole story. 

“He lived in Marion County and 
was the founder of Marion City 
on the Mississippi, just east of 
Palmyra,” he recalled, “and also 
Marion College, which is no longer 
in existence but where many not- 
able Northeast Missourians went 
to school. Lots of people up there 
will tell you Mark Twain drew 
the character for Col. Mulberry 
Sellers in ‘The Gilded Age’ from 
Muldrow though Twain himself 
said it wasn’t so. But that’s the 
story in Marion County just the 
same. 

“Anyway, the reason Muldrow 
left Marion County is that he got 
up one night at a meeting at the 
Union Church and started to take 
up.a collection for an abolition 
fund. Dr. John Bosley stood up 
and said no self respecting person 
would collect for such a fund, 
whereupon Muldrow pulled out a 
knife and stabbed him.
